2 Chronicles 7:14, “If my people, 
which are called by my name, shall 
humble themselves, and pray, and seek 
my face, and turn from their:wicked 
ways; then will I hear from heaven, 
and will forgive their sin, and will heal 
their land.” 

It is good to live and associate with 
people that have faith in God and 
that believe in prayer. The people of 
the United States as a majority be- 
lieve in prayer. We are glad also that 
we have a President that believes in 
a God that will answer prayer inso- 
much that he has called the nation 
to prayer in this hard struggle that we 
are in for victory and freedom. 

There are many many prayers be- 
ing said by the professed Christians 
of today; people are praying for re- 
vivals, souls to be saved, and for the 
Pentecostal power to fall, but when 
we get the report from the revivals 
and see how few are being saved and 
observe that the membership of the 
church in many places is decreasing 
instead of increasing, we will have to 
acknowledge that someone’s prayers 
are being hindered. 


Someone has said, “Prayer is the 
Christian’s vital breath, the Christian’s 
native air.” This should be true, how- 
ever we fear that it is not the case 
with many a believer. There are either 
many prayerless saints or many 
prayers are being hindered. 


Our scripture lesson is God’s re- 
sponse to Solomon after the prayer 
which he had offered at the dedica- 
tion of the temple. You will notice in 
chapter 7 that when Solomon had 
made an end of praying the fire came 
down from heaven and consumed the 
burnt offering and the sacrifice and 
the glory of the Lord filled the house. 
So great was this supernatural fire 
and glory the priest could not enter 
into the house of the Lord. What we 
need in the house of God today is 
more of that supernatural fire and 
glory, and it will fall when all the hin- 
drances to our prayer-life is removed. 
After the feast was over, the Lord ap- 
peared unto Solomon by night, and 
said, “I have heard thy prayer.” Then 
came certain promises and some of 
these were conditional. 


If in your experience it seems that 
God is not verifying His promises to 
you and you do not have His approval 
and favor, loved ones are not being 
saved, churches not progressing, your 
prayers are not being answered, it 
might be well to examine yourself and 
see if you have complied with the con- 
ditions that are attached to God’s 
promises. 


In verses 17 and 18 the Lord said, 
“If: thou wilt walk before me, as David 
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thy father walked, and do according 
to all that I have commanded thee, 
and shalt observe my statutes and my 
judgments; Then will I stablish the 
throne of thy kingdom.” Otherwise, 
the Lord told Solomon that if he and 
his successors turned away from Him 
to serve other gods or to forsake His 
commandments He would “pluck them 
up by the roots out of my land.” 


We find that the promises of God 
unto this day in the realm of the 
prayer-life are contingent promises. 
If we desire God to hear and answer 
our prayer, then it is imperative that 
they are given from a pure heart. 
David in the 66th Psalm, verse 18, 
said, “If I-regard iniquity in my heart, 
the Lord will not hear me.” We are 
glad to know that by faith our heart 
can be purified. David answered, “But 
verily God hath heard me; he hath 
attended to the voice of my prayer.” 
Where sin is unconfessed prayer is 


useless, when sin is confessed it 
reaches the throne of God. The scrip- 
tures are plain enough to show God 
cannot answer prayer when there is 
sin in the heart. James 5:16, “Confess 
your faults one to another, and pray 
one for another, that ye may be 


healed.” We would see more miracu- 
lous cases of healing if sins were con- 
fessed. Evil in the heart blinds our 


spiritual vision and hinders our faith. 
God is just as able to save and heal 
today and just as willing. If He is not 
smiling upon us as He has in days 
gone by, if souls are not being saved, 
revival fire is not burning, prayer is 
not being answered, certainly there is 
a cause. Isaiah 59:1, 2, “Behold the 
Lord’s hand is not shortened, that it 
cannot save; neither his ear heavy, 
that it cannot hear; But your iniqui- 
ties have separated between you and 
your God, and your sins have hid 
his face from you, that he will not 
hear.” 


Also, let us listen to the admonition 
given by the Apostle Peter who was a 
faithful prayer warrior. We think that 
he would be an authority on the sub- 
ject; he was with the 120 when they 
prayed until there was a “sound from 
heaven.” He was with the number at 
the great prayer meeting when one 
of heaven’s bombs was loosed and “the 
place where they were praying was 
shaken.” He was the prisoner that 
walked out of jail when the angels 
from heaven opened the prison doors 
as the results of the prayer meeting 
of God’s holy people. In his first 
epistle, chapter 3:7, he says, “Like- 
wise, ye husbands, dwell with them 
according to knowledge, giving honour 
unto the wife, as unto the weaker ves- 
sel, and as being heirs together of 
the grace of life; that your prayer be 
not hindered.” This is a plain state- 
ment that prayer might be hindered 
by improper family life. The 12th verse 
reads, “For the eyes of the Lord are 
over the righteous, and his ears are 
open unto their prayers; but the face 
of the Lord is against them that do 
evil.” Then we will have to agree that 
sin in our lives hinders prayer. 


We would also like to listen to the 
Man that spent much of His time in 
prayer to God, sometimes praying all 
night, who, in His ministry, never met 
a devil He could not handle. He was 
the master of every situation, “the 
Man Christ Jesus.” The disciples saw 
in His life ministry the effects and 
results of answered prayer. They came 
to Him and said, “Master, teach us 
how to pray.” In that memorable ex- 
ample of prayer Jesus said, “After this 
manner therefore pray ye: And for- 
give us our trespasses as we forgive

The Army flag was planted in France 
in 1881. Along with this anti-Chris- 
tian move, we pass the following on:

Destruction of Jewish Population 


The Federal Council has given as a 
result of its survey on “mass-murders 
of Jews by the Nazis” the following 
table of depletion of the Jews in 
Europe. 

Poland: Of the 3,130,000 Jews in Po- 
land before the outbreak of the war, 
over a third have perished during the 
last three years. 

Bohemia-Moravia: Has 15,000 Jews 
left of the original 80,000. 

Belgium: Only 8,000 Jews remain 
out of 75,000. 

. Netherlands: Sixty thousand out of 
180,000 Jews have been deported. 

Jugoslavia: Of 80,000 Jews 400 
escaped and the rest have been killed, 
imprisoned or deported. 

Greece: Out of 78,000, all aged from 
18 to 45 have been drafted for forced 
labor. 

France: 65,000 out of 340,000 Jews 
have been deported. 

Rumania: Not more than 270,000 
Jews are left of 900,000. Of the 185,000 
deported to prison camps in Trans- 
nistria some 75,000 have perished. 

Bulgaria: Of 50,000 Jews 9,000 re- 
main. 

Slovakia: 70,000 of a total of 90,000 
Jews have been deported. 

Latvia: Four or five thousand Jews 
may remain out of .32,000. 

Lithuania: Similar figures are ap- 
plicable to Lithuania’s 150,000 Jews.

THE WALL OF DISCOURAGEMENT 


Many times we get discouraged and 
hardly know what to do, so I believe 
that is as great a wall as the devil 
can put up in front of us. 

When Elijah defeated the prophets 
of Baal, they tried to kill him and he 
got discouraged and said they had all 
gone off after Baal and he was the 
only one left. But the Lord spoke to 
him and told him He had seven thou- 
sand that had not bowed their knee 
to Baal. 

The children of Israel said to 
Moses, “Why have you brought us 
over here to die?” Moses said unto 
the people, “Fear not; stand still and 
see the salvation of the Lord.” 

If we will obey the Lord, He will be 
with us. The Bible says for us to be as 
clay in the potter’s hand. I watched 
a man make jugs out of clay. He made 
little jugs and big jugs and they all 
looked good when he first made them. 
He put them in a furnace and burned 
them three days and nights. When 
he took them out some were twisted 
and crooked. It made me think of our 
ministers. They all looked good when 
they started. When trials and dis- 
couragements came some of them 
went down, but some are just as good 
as they were when they first started 
with the Lord. So let’s take new cour- 
age with the Lord and be like David 
was when he said, “By thee I have 
run through a troop, and by my 
God I have leaped over a wall,” 
Psa. 18:29. 

It is good to have faith in God. One 
time another preacher and I started 
to one of our churches about forty- 
five miles away, walking. We tried to 
catch a ride and nobody would stop 
and pick us up. I got discouraged and 
said, “It doesn’t look like we are go- 
ing to catch a ride.” The other 
preacher said, “Let us pray for God 
to stop the next car that comes 
along.” We prayed and the next car 
that came along picked us up and we 
got to ride all the way. Bless the 


Lord! 


Many times we get sick and dis- 
couraged. Hezekiah was sick unto 
death one time and the Lord told 
Isaiah to go tell him to set his house 
in order “for thou shalt die and not 
live.” Hezekiah turned his face to the 
wall and prayed unto the Lord and 
told Him how he had walked before 
Him and done that which was good 
in His sight. The Lord told Isaiah to 
tell him He would give him fifteen 
more years to live. , 

The Lord can heal our bodies when 
we get sick. I remember one time I 
had the flu. The saints prayed almost 
every day for me for eight or ten 
days and I didn’t get any better. One 
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night I was suffering badly. Wife toid 
me that one of our little girls had the 
sick headache. I had my face toward 
the wall. My wife said, “Opal wants 
you to pray for her.” I said, “I don’t 
see how I can.” I was suffering so bad- 
ly. I told her to bring the child in and 
when I turned over the power struck 
me and I laid my hand on her little 
head and the Lord healed her and 
me too. I didn’t have another pain 
that night and the child didn’t cry 
any more. 

If we will open our mouths wide, 
the Lord will give us a dose of medi- 
cine that will do us good, both soul 
and body. If we will have faith and 
pray until God tears the wall of dis- 
couragement down, then we can be 
like David of old. We can say, “Bless 
the Lord, O my soul, and all that is 
within me, bless his holy name. Bless 
the Lord, O my soul, and forget not 
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all his benefits; who forgiveth all 
thine iniquities, who healeth all thy 
diseases,” Psa. 103:1-3. 

I got saved in a Baptist meeting 
eleven years before I went to a holi- 
ness meeting. At the second holiness 
service I attended I got sanctified. At 
that time I was working in a sawmill. 
I thought everybody would believe in 
holiness, but every time the mill 
stopped they would make fun of holi- 
ness and look right at me. The wail 
of discouragement was so high I quit 
the sawmill. 

One morning about sunup I said to 
my wife, “I believe I will go pick cot- 
ton.” I picked up my sack and went 
on to the cotton patch. I stayed half 
a day and didn’t pick a boll of cotton, 
but I got something better than cot- 
ton. I received the Holy Ghost. Wife 
was uneasy about me. She said, “What 
kept you so long?” I said, “Bless the 
Lord, I have got the Holy Ghost.” 
That was thirty-one years ago last 
cotton-picking time and I still-have 
the blessing. Thank the Lord! 

My people were all against me be- 
cause I got the blessing. The wall of 


discouragement got high in front of 
me again. But one by one they began 
to receive the Holy Ghost. I got under 
a burden for Mother. I went out to 
pray that she would receive the Holy 
Ghost and I got victory. That night 
after supper we had prayer and 
mother shouted. We went to bed and 
I went to sleep. I awoke in the night 
and heard Mother praying. I heard 
her say, “Lord, if there is any more 
for me, give it to me.” Soon I went 
away to be in a meeting. Brother F. 
J. Lee had been out at Kinser Taber- 
nacle in a meeting when I got home. 
Wife met me at the door and said, 
“T have good news to tell you.” I said,

THE WALL OF FEAR 


Jesus made a parable of three serv- 
ants. To one was given five talents, 
to another two, and to another one. 
He told them to go and gain other 
talents. The one that had the five 
gained five more. The one that had 
two gained two more. The one that 
had one was afraid and went and hid 
it. His lord said, “Take therefore the 
talent from him,.and give it unto him 
— hath ten talents.” Matt. 25:14-

MMAR 

In the first article I showed by the 
Bible why one cannot believe that 
everything happens upon the basis of 
“free will”; neither can the actuality 
of everything be governed by “de- 
termined will.” If the former be cor- 
rect, we don’t know where we are; 
if the latter be correct, it doesn’t 
matter where we are. 

In the second article I showed by 
the Bible that every individual has 
the power of choice by which he may 
freely choose to accept personal sal- 


vation, separate and apart from the 


force of predetermined will. 

In the third article I showed by the 
Bible that God does have foreknowl- 
edge, and by logic that this fore- 
knowledge must be absolutely unlimit- 
ed. It is upon this basis that “dispen- 
sational predetermination,” the scrip- 
tural form of predestination, is 
founded. 

In the fourth article I showed by 
the Bible that the absolute fore- 
knowledge of God is_ essentially 
necessary to the predestination of 
God, establishing the fact that the 
two are distinctly different and at the 
same time related. By the sciences of 
theology and philosophy I showed 
that God’s foreknowledge must be ab- 
solute due to the very nature of His 
being. 

THE FIFTH ARTICLE 

The article you are now reading 
not only presents the proof of its own 
material, but it also substantiates 
the four articles preceding it. I ear- 
nestly contend that the view which 
has been presented in the previous 
issues form the only solution to the 
ninth chapter of Romans relative to 
the predictions of the two children, 
Esau and Jacob. With an under- 
standing of both the difference and 
the relationship between “foreknowl- 
edge” and “predestination,” the dif- 
ficulties of this mysterious reading 
can be overcome. 

ESAU AND JACOB 

When you read any passage of 
scripture always remember that what 
you are reading means “what it is 
talking about.” Now I know that we 
Church of God preachers have a 
habit of saying, “The Bible means 
what it says.” Well, that is true, but 
you must watch your step lest some- 
one should corner you. For example, 
one scripture says “Bear ye one 
another’s burdens,” yet, another verse 
says “Every man shall bear his own 
burden” (Gal. 6:2,5). I’ll agree that 
they mean what they say in the light 
of what they are talking about. This 
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is true of Rom. 9:11-13, 16. 

Read it thoughtfully. “For the two 
children being not yet born, neither 
having done any good or evil, that 
the purpose of God according to 
election might stand, not of works, 
but of him that calleth; it was said 
unto her, The elder shall serve the 
younger. As it is written, Jacob have 
I loved, but Esau have I hated. So 
then it is not of him that willeth, nor 
of him that runneth, but of God that 
showeth mercy.” 

PURPOSE OF ROMANS 

The real meaning of the above pas- 
sage lies deeply buried within the 
purpose for which the book of Ro- 
mans was written. It is in this doc- 
trinal masterpiece that Paul de- 
scribes the power of sin under the 
law and the power of deliverance 
from sin through grace. Romans is 





a treatise of God’s dispensational 
plan, showing the difference between 
the dispensation of law and the dis- 
pensation of grace. To understand 
the significance of the Esau-Jacob 
story as used by Paul, it must be 
understood in the same light as that 
of Paul’s Hagar-Sarah story of Gal. 
4:22-24. 
HAGAR AND SARAH 


Every student of the New Testa- 
ment will admit the relationship of 
Galatians and Romans. They are both 
dispensational in their treatment of 
the plan of redemption. It is in Ga- 
latians that Paul uses a personal illus- 
tration in the same respect as he 
does in Romans. 

He states that Abraham had two 
sons, one by a bondmaid (Hagar) 
and the other by a freewoman (Sa- 
rah). He that was born of the bond- 
woman was born after the flesh; 
but he that was born of the freewom- 
an was by promise. Then Paul states, 
“Which things are on allegory: for 
THESE ARE THE TWO COVEN- 


ANTS.” In other words, Hagar was 
typical of law, whose child represented 
the children of carnality, while Sarah 
was typical of grace, whose child rep- 
resented the children of holiness. 
Just as this illustration involves “dis- 
pensational representations,” I shall 
prove that the one of Romans 9:11-13, 
16 involves the same. As we now pro- 


‘ceed to explain these verses I must 


remind you again that the events in 
the lives of the two boys, Esau and 
Jacob, had “dispensational signifi- 


cance.” 
EXPLANATION 


Look at the first clause: “For the 
children being not yet born, neither 
having done any good or evil.” This 
certainly proves that Esau and Jacob 
had nothing to do with their pro- 
phetic prediction. Is it not true that 
the will of man had nothing to do 
with the establishment of the dispen- 
sations of law and grace, or any other 
dispensation as for that matter? 
Has it not been left up to God en- 
tirely as to what various dispensa- 
tional standards should form the 
basis of justification? Just as Esau and 
Jacob had nothing to do with the 
prediction of their future relation- 
ship, even so we have had nothing to 
do with the inauguration of the two 
dispensations of law and_ grace. 
Therefore, we must agree that the 
predictions made of the two children 
are “dispensational” in their charac- 
ter. 

Let’s go to the next point: “That 
the PURPOSE of God according to 
ELECTION might stand, not of 
WORKS but of him that CALLETH.” 
This clause is certainly characterized 
by “dispensational significance.” Look 
at those words which are in capital 
letters. Is not the purpose of God re- 
vealed dispensationally? Was not the 
election of children at one time based 
upon works of the law but now it is 
based upon faith in Him that calleth? 
(Well, glory to God! “O the depth of 
the riches both of the wisdom and 
knowledge of God!” Rom. 11:33.) 

Look at verse 12: “It was said unto 
her, The ELDER shall serve the 
YOUNGER.” Esau was the first-born, 
or the elder. Jacob was his twin, thus 
they were closely related. In the pro- 
cess of the birth Jacob’s hand took 
hold of Esau’s heel, which shows that 
when Esau was fully born he was 
— followed and attached by Ja- 
co 


All right, was not the law insti- 
tuted first? Was not the dispensation 
of law followed and annexed by that 
of grace? Is it not true that the 
former was the older, yet there was 
a relationship between the two? And 
most significant of all is the fact that 
God said, “The elder shall SERVE 
the younger.” Is it not true that the 
dispensation of law rendered service 
unto the dispensation of grace? Gal. 
3:19, “Wherefore then SERVETH the 
law? It was added because of trans-

Praise and Worship

, doubt one of the greatest 
causes of division of opinion and con- 
sequently of people and organizations 
in the full-gospel ranks, aside from 
the dogmatism of ambitious, self- 
seeking leaders, is the failure to rec- 
ognize that “God hath set” all nine 
of the gifts in the Church; that He 
intended them all to be operative in 
the Church, and that some are for 
teaching and some for emotional ex- 
pression. As a result the full-gospel 
ranks have divided as a whole into 
two schools of thought. (We recognize 
the wide differences of opinion in re- 
gards to the second coming, the name, 
etc., but these are all lesser divisions.) 
DIVERSITY 


1. Those who love the deeper teach- 
ings of the Word, and get their great- 
est pleasure from reading the Word, 
hearing it taught, and teaching it. 
They have, often, little time or toler- 
ance for those meetings which show 
a@ more emotional expression of the 
Spirit. 

2. Those who enjoy the Word, but 
seem to live for the physical and emo- 
tional manifestations. If these are 
not in the meeting, it is “dead.” 

These two are constantly at war 
one with the other. The wise pastor 
will recognize that God has placed 
both classes in the Church; that He 
has filled the ark with quite a variety 
of animals, and that He has food to 
satisfy each one. The ox need not 
grumble at the lion for eating meat, 
and the lion need not growl at the ox 
for eating grass. 

Happy indeed is that assembly in 
which those who love the deeper 
teaching messages, and are not much 
given to emotional expression, will 
recognize that the emotional has its 
place in the gathering, and should be 
given due expression. And where those 
in turn who derive their greatest 
pleasure from the emotional tunes of 
the power of God, will recognize that 
God is just as much in the deeper 
teaching message given under the 
anointing of the Holy Spirit, as He is 
in the stirring message in tongues and 
interpretation; and will give due place 
to the life-giving power of the Word 
in the meeting. 

And, in fact, the most of us who 
love the deep logical sermon, need a 
little dynamite power under us to 
stir our emotions a little and make us 
get up and shout or dance, or other- 
wise make a fool of ourselves for the 
glory of God. Just try it once, Brother! 
Just let go and let God, once, Sister! 
You'll be surprised how good it will 
make you feel, and how God’s power 
will come down in the meeting. Praise 
has chased away more demon powers 
and brought more answers to prayer 
than groans. 

Then there are those of us who have 
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lived in the realms of emotional ec- 
Stacy. If the meeting does not have 
a shout and a dance, a message in 
tongues, etc., it was a dry meeting. 
“God surely wasn’t there!” Oh, it may 
have been a marvelous message from 
God’s Word. Perhaps several came to 
the altar for salvation. But—somehow 
the meeting lacked life and power. 

The lack is in our own lives. We 
must ask God for a love of His Word 
and lost souls. Only when we have 
tolerance and love one toward anoth- 
er, and toward these different mani- 
festations of the beautiful law and 
plan of God, can we have a well-bal- 
anced assembly. 

DEVOTION 


Again, failure to recognize these 
two types of service has wrecked 
many a meeting which started out in 
the glory of the Spirit and ended up 
in confusion. Perhaps the Spirit is 
leading to the Geeper moving of God’s 
glory. He knows the message is to go 
very deep. He wants worship—not 
praise. “Nearer My God to Thee,” 
“The Old Rugged Cross,” “Jesus, 
Sweetest Name I Know,” etc. In songs 
of worship the service moves forward 
until a deep-settied peace comes down 
Over everyone present. Some are 
praising quietly. Tears of joy roll down 
many cheeks. Then someone starts 
“It Is Joy Unspeakable” or “Send Us 
the Rain” and other songs in a light- 
er trend of praise, and they wonder 
why the Spirit is lifting from the 
meeting. 

In another meeting the Spirit is 
leading toward praise, messages in 
tongues, etc., and a sermon filled with 
emotional zeal and power. Such a 
meeting can easily be ruined by an 
effort of the leadership to swing the 
meeting into worship instead of 
praise. 

Then again, of course. there are 
meetings in which the spirit of the 
service will swing from praise to wor- 
shiv. or vice versa. 

With the deeper-teaching service, 
the meeting of worship, go certain of 
the gifts of the Snirit, such as wis- 
dom, knowledge, faith, etc. Some of 
the gifts of more emotional expres- 
sion and which bring a more visible 
manifestation of the power and glory 
of God into the meeting, are proph- 
ecy. tongues. interpreting of tongues, 
healing, miracles. 

We cannot too strongly impress in- 
to the very fiber of our being, that in 
and through it all runs the sovereign 
will of God, “imparting to each one 
severally as he will.” He places the 
gifts in each one of us according to 
His will. and He operates them 
through human instrumentalities ac- 
cording to His will, if we permit and 
submit. “For the spirit of the prophct 
S subject to the prophet,” 1 Cor. 14: 


SEEKING 
We feel a word would be in order 


just here in reference to the “seek- 
ing” of the gifts. Some very earnest 
and intelligent teachers have adv‘scd 
us we should not seek the gifts be- 
cause the Spirit will impart to each 
of us severally as He wills. Others 
have classified the gifts and put one 
above another in importance. Pos- 
sibly rightly so, but since we have 
been instructed to “covet earnestly 
the best gifts,” this has brought con- 
fusion to many minds. 

So, in the hundreds of meetings in 
which we have taught on the gifts 
of the Spirit, this question has con- 
stantly arisen: Should we seek the 
gifts? And if so, which ones should we 
seek? 

To which we reply: We should seek 
as earnestly to be equipped to fill our 
place and calling in the body of 
Christ, through the “tools” He has 
provided for our labor, the gifts, as 
we sought to be endued with power 
from on high through the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit. 

“Covet earnestly the best gifts,” 1 
Cor. 12:31. “Desire spiritual gifts,” 1 
Cor. 14:1. “Covet to prophesy,” 1 Cor. 
14:39. “Zealous of spiritual gifts,” 1 
Cor. 14:12. 

The BEST gifts? We are convinced 
that the best gift to each individual 
is the gift the Holy Spirit places in 
each heart to desire. We have been 
filled with the Spirit. The glorious 
person of Christ has come into our 
hearts to abide. He has taken up His 
abode in His temple. We have surren- 
dered everything to Him, and His life 
permeates, fills, and directs our am- 
bitions, hopes, plans, and yearnings 
for a deeper walk. He knows the work 
whereunto He has called us. He knows 
the gifts or gift that best equips us 
for that work. He imparts to each one 
severally as He will. If our personal 
ambitions and desire to serve are sub- 
mitted to Him, then He will fill our 
very beings with a yearning desire to 
do a certain work in the Church. 

RULERS 

Do we feel a call to the ministry of 
governments? Wisdom and knowledge 
are essential. He will make them seem 
to us the gifts most to be desired— 
the “BEST” gifts. 

Does your heart stir, and your hands 
burn, with the power, whenever heal- 
ing is mentioned? Perhaps He is call- 
ing you to the healing ministry in the 
Church, and is making healing seem 
to you the gift most to be desired. 

Do you feel that sweet call to the 
hidden ministry of  intercessory 
prayer? The Spirit would make faith 
seem to you the best of all gifts. And 
Christ having placed the desire, we 
seek earnestly and He imparts and 
operates. 

THE GIFT OF TONGUES 

Perhaps the most abused, misused, 
criticized, and misunderstood of all 
the gifts of the Spirit, or of public 
demonstration, is that of speaking in 
other tongues, together with the in- 
terpreting of tongues. This gift, and 
its Biblical claim to being the initial 
evidence of the baptism in the Holy 
Spirit, is the pivot point around which 
the storm of criticism against the 
full-gospel or Pentecostal movement 
has centered.

A LETTER FROM A SOLDIER 


The Wilds of Nowhere 

The Land of Death and Destruction 
Received September 3, 1942. 

Dear Sis: 

In writing this letter to you, I don’t 
know where to start first. So many 
things have happened since last I 
wrote. Well, to begin with, I have 
escaped death at the hand of an 
enemy in a way so amazing I am still 
in a daze. You remember I told you 
when I knew I was going over, I was 
going over armed with the Bible? ... 
That Bible is the reason I am still 
here and able to write this letter to 
all America... 


Here is the story: My buddy and I 
were sent out on duty with our equip- 
ment in the work I told you before 
was our job. We had just received in- 
formation, the most important for 
weeks, when we were discovered by 
the enemy. I gave my buddy the in- 
formation we had collected, told him 
to beat it with it, prepared myself to 
face them. It was the first time I’d 
been faced with the necessity of 
pointing my gun at a man and blast- 
ing the life from his miserable body. 
I thought fast. Then I said, “Lord, 
it’s Your responsibility now.” My 
buddy had not obeyed my order. He 
had no such scruples. As I reached 
for my carbine, a shot from one of 
them struck me in the breast and 
blasted me down. Thinking I was 
dead, my pal jumped for me, grabbed 
my carbine as well as his own, stood 
astride my body, blasting away with 
both guns. He was blasted to his 
knees with three bullet wounds, but 
when he finished, there was not a 
one of them left. He was amazed 
when I rolled over and tried to get up. 
The force of that bullet had only 
stunned me. Dazedly, I wondered why. 
I pulled that little Bible out of my 
pocket and in utter muteness looked 
at the ugly hole in the cover... It 
had ripped through Genesis, Exodus, 
Leviticus, Numbers, on through the 
Pentateuch, on through the other 
books, Samuel, Kings, Chronicles, 
and kept going. Where do you 
think it stopped? In the middle of 
Psalm 91, pointing like a finger at 
this verse: “A thousand shall fall at 
thy side, and ten thousand at thy 
right hand, but it shall not come 
nigh thee. Only with thine eyes shalt 
thou behold and see the reward of 
the wicked.” Sis, when I read that 
verse it raised me three feet off the 
ground. I did not know there was 
such a verse in the Bible. I’d been 
reading mostly in the New Testament. 
I read the rest of that chapter—the 
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From Death 


first part was ripped apart. In utter 
humility I said, “Thank you, precious 
God,” and felt like a little boy that 
had escaped the mouth of an enemy 
of prey... 

When I got my buddy back to the 
post, he said, “Lute (he calls me 
Lute), I’ve had enough. This con- 
vinces me. Come on—I want to get 
right with God, starting right now.” 
He wouldn’t let them tend his wounds. 
He said, “Nothing matters now but 
this.” He stayed on his knees sixteen 
hours with three wounds. His body 
became so numb he couldn’t move it. 
But he would not give up. When the 
Lord finally came in, he moved! That 
soldier went crazy for God. He jumped 
over chairs (I mean boxes). He 
jumped over bunks. He even ran out- 
side and shouted to the whole camp. 


Since I’ve given my heart to God, 


" and talk with the boys, hold meetings 


and pray with them, God has given 
me twenty-five souls. Twenty-five of 
my buddies have prayed through and 
come out for God. God even gave me 
my general. It took a long time. He 
was so dignified. But God told me to 
go after him. I stuck on his trail until 
he was grounded and came through. 
The Spirit of God hovered over that 
tent with a sort of glimmering golden 
haze. I tell you, Sis, prayer is going 
to win this war—not guns alone. 
Fervent, agonizing prayer I know is. 
God is bringing them in one by one. 
The whole company will be a com- 
pany of praying men. God has prom- 
ised them to me, given me assurance. 
Think of it, 120 praying men and one 
general in one regiment! When that 
happens this unit will be unconquer- 
able. Pray, Sis. Pray as you never 
prayed before. Tell everyone to pray. 
Tell all America to go to its knees. 

Before each decisive victory. any- 
where over here, sometimes for hours, 
sometimes for days, there has been a 
feeling of people praying far away. 
The feeling is so strong, you can 
hear it. One of the men, the most stub- 
born of them, said in the stillness of 
the night, “God! did you hear any- 
thing? Sounded like people praying 
from some distant place. Must be 
hearing things in this dead place.” 

So, pray, everyone. It will have to 
come from afar. No one prays in this 
land of utter desolation. God has 
turned His face away from the horror 
and destruction man has brought on 
himself. 

Again, I plead, tell America to 
pray! This war will not end until na- 
tions and people have paid in blood 
and tears for thrusting God out of 
their hearts, out of their nations, out 
of their lands. And tell them for God’s 
sake to send Bibles, and more Bibles, 
and more Bibles! A Bible will give 
him the confidence that God is with 
him. Id like to have this letter 


broadcast from every radio station 
in America. Try to get it on the 
air, in the papers, in anything that 
is printed. Make copies of it. Send 
it from coast to coast. Tell them the 
Army want prayers and Bibles. 


And you complacent, bridge-play- 
ing, fox-trotting, cocktail-drinking 
mothers, why didn’t you teach your 
sons about God instead of handing 
them a cigarette, a cocktail glass and 
a dance program! Get on your knees 
and ask God to forgive your sins. 
Then pray for the Army—pray, pray, 
pray! And you. great, dignified 
preachers! Why didn’t you teach your 
people to pray? to follow God instead 
of standing before them in your silk- 
en robes and reading them a ritual? 
Only atonement for sin can stop the 
shelling, the killing, the murdering. 
Even the shells that come whizzing 
through the air scream only one 
word—“Atonement!” 

...I could go on, but I am so tired, 
so weary. But in all so happy to see 
them coming to God one by one. So 
tell them to pray, atone for sin, and 
keep praying. And when you send 
things to your boys, send Bibles. They 
want Bibles.

The wall had twelve foundations 
and on them were written the names 
of the twelve apostles. The apostles 
were to execute important business. 
To the disciples, sent by Christ to 
preach the gospel, He said, “I’ll be 
with you alway, even to the end of 
the world.” 

John saw no temple in the city and 
there wasn’t any need of one, for the 
Lord God was there. There was no 
need of the sun or moon, for God is 
the light of the city. John saw a 
river, the waters of life; also a tree of 
life, whose leaves were for the healing 
of the nations. The angel said to 
John, “Seal not the sayings of the 
prophecy of this book . . . The Spirit 
and the bride say, Come, .. . And let 
him that is athirst come, And who- 
soever will, let him take the water of 
life freely.” “Come unto me, all ye 
that are weary and heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest.” 

In the 14th chapter of John it says, 
“I go to prepare a place for you,” and 
in 1 Peter, after the resurrection of 
Christ, it speaks of an inheritance in- 
corruptible that fadeth not away, re- 
served in heaven for you, who are 
kept by the power of God through 
faith unto salvation, ready to be re- 
vealed in the last time. 

The endless life or the eternal life 


is beyond this vale of tears. Our deep- 
est longing is to live on. The last 
enemy to be defeated is death, and 
God’s greatest gift is eternal liie. 
However, the gift of eternal life does 
not exclude us from death, but we 
shall receive an inheritance which 
will continue throughout the endless 
ages to come. In the Old Testament 
God talks to His people, and in the 
New He actually came to dwell among 
them, and will come again to gather 
His own. to dwell with Him in heaven. 
At last, to see Him face to face will be 
heaven for me. 

There is no other way except by 
Him, Christ. He said, “I am the way, 
the truth and the life.” If we attempt 
to climb up any other way, then He 
declares us to be thieves and robbers. 
So many folk today are trying to buy 
their way to heaven, by living a good 
moral life, paying into the church for 
their programs of formality, but they 
are denying the power thereof, and 
Wwe are warned from such to turn 
away. I thank the Lord I have salva- 
tion and have turned away from the 
ways of the world. I believe many 
souls today are hungry and would like 
to be saved, if they just knew how to 
be. It doesn’t require riches or a col- 
lege education to receive this great 
gift. It is all bought and paid for and 
all we have to do is to come. Many 
don’t seem to realize that it is free. 
Christ paid the price once and for all 
for our redemption and now all we 
have to do is to come and receive what 
He purchased for us on Calvary.

those who trespass against us.” In the 
next few verses you will find that He 
laid stress on this high point of 
the prayer by saying, “But if ye for- 
give not men their trespasses, neither 
will your Father forgive your tres- 
passes.” 

Perhaps Mark 11:22-24 contains two 
of the greatest promises to prayer in 
the Bible. “And Jesus answering saith 
unto them, Have FAITH in God. For 
verily I say unto you, That whosoever 
shall say unto this mountain, Be thou 
removed, and be thou cast into the 
sea; and shall not doubt in his heart, 
but shall believe that those things 
which he saith shall come to pass; he 
shall have whatsoever he saith. There- 
fore I say unto you, What things so- 
ever ye desire, when ye pray, BE- 
LIEVE that ye receive them, and ye 
shall have them.” The Lord safe- 
guarded His promises by specifying 
that an unforgiving spirit would make

the promise inoperative. “When ye 
stand praying, forgive, if ye have 
ought against any: that your Father 
also -which is in heaven may forgive 
you your trespasses.” 

In Matthew 5:23, 24 we have the di- 
vine instructions, “Therefore if thou 
bring thy gift to the altar, and there 
rememberest that thy brother hath 
ought against thee; Leave there thy 
gift before the altar, and go thy way; 
first be reconciled to thy brother, and 
then come and offer thy gift.” Can 
you wonder if our services are not 
blest with the divine approval of God 
if we have anything in our hearts 
against our brother? 

The Lord Jesus probed deeper and 
still deeper when He related the story 
of the unmerciful servant in Matthew, 
18th chapter. This servant owed his 
master a great debt, and his master 
forgave him the debt. Immediately 
that servant found a fellow servant 
who owed him a pittance; however, 
he laid hands on him and took him 





by the throat, saying, “Pay me that 
thou owest.” Then he thrust the man 
into prison because he could not pay. 
When the lord of the unmerciful serv- 
ant heard what was done he called 
him and said unto him, “O thou 
wicked servant, I forgave thee all that 
debt, because thou desiredst me: 
shouldest not thou also have had com- 
passion on thou fellowservant?” 
The sin of unbelief is another out- 
standing hindrance to our prayer. 
When Jesus Christ came into the city 
of Nazareth where He had lived, He 
could do no mighty works there be- 
cause of their unbelief. There are two 
things which we must believe. First, 
we must believe that God is; second, 
we must believe that He is a rewarder 
of those that diligently seek Him. Just 
to believe that there is a God is not 
sufficient. The devil believed also and 
trembled. We must believe that He 
will and that He does reward those 
who come to Him with a sincere heart. 
James 1:6, 7 expresses clearly the pow- 


er of faith and the power of unbelief, 
“Let him ask in faith, nothing waver- 


ing. For he that wavereth is like the 
wave of the sea driven with the wind 
and tossed. For let not that man think 
that he will receive anything of the 
Lord.” If the Word of God is true when 
it says “according to your faith be it 
unto you,” then the opposite is also 
true—“according to your unbelief be 
it unto you.” Regarding iniquity in our 
hearts, failure to have a forgiving 
spirit, and the sin of unbelief will re- 
sult in a heart self-condemned. “If 
our hearts condemn us, God is greater 
than our hearts.” Our conclusion is if 
sin is in the life it hinders the answer 
to our prayers. 

As an illustration, the story is told 
of a man that once dreamed he found 
himself in a church with the old sex- 
ton who was going around with a 
lighted taper, seeing all was right be- 
fore locking up. Looking up into the 
dim recesses of the roof, he was just 
able to distinguish a number of hand- 
some birds hopelessly floundering 
about and apparently trying to get 
through the roof, while a number of 
others seemed to have fallen asleep 
on the beams and rafters. “What are 
these?” he asked in amazement. “Oh!” 
said the sexton, “these are some of 
the prayers said here today. Only a 
few have gone up to God. These will 
never reach Him, for they were mere 
words.” Only the prayers of the heart 
are heard by the Father in heaven. 





It is in the prayer chamber we tune 
our spiritual radio in on heaven’s 
broadcasting station and get lined up 
for heaven’s program on earth so we 
can play our part without a discord.

gressions, till the seed should come 
to whom the promise was made.” In 
other words the elder served the 
younger; the former served the lat- 
ter; the “dispensation of law” served 
the “dispensation of grace.” 

Now let’s read these three verses 
as if they followed in the order of 
lla, 12, 11b. “For the children being 
not yet born, neither having done 
any good or evil, it was said unto her, 
The elder shall serve the younger, 
that the purpose of God according to 
election might stand, not of works, 
but of him that calleth.” 

That which God said was, “The 
elder shall serve the younger.” Two 
questions naturally follow; namely, 
when did God say it, and why did 
He say it? 

WHY? 

“The elder shall serve the younger, 
that the purpose of God according to 
election might stand, not of works, 
but of him that calleth.” 

We have already seen that the pur- 
pose of God is revealed dispensation- 
ally. In the “dispensation of law” the 
election was by works, but it was fol- 
lowed by the “dispensation of grace” 
in which we are elected by faith in 


Him who calleth. Do you mean to say 


that if God had not made Esau to 
serve Jacob that He could not have 
changed dispensations? Do you be- 
lieve that the plan of redemption 
stands today upon the fact that God 
foretold the future relationship of 
two boys in their own private lives? 
That is even contrary to what the 
“Absolute Predestinationists” are sup- 
posed to believe. If the purpose of 
God according to election is standing 
today only upon what happened in 
the lives of Esau and Jacob, then we 
must say that our salvation was de- 
pendent upon human personalities as 
well as of God. But this is not so im- 
portant as the next question. 
WHEN? 


When God said, “The elder shall 
serve the younger,” it was before the 
children were even born, prior to 
having done good or evil. All right, if 
the predictions concerning the two 
children have reference to “individu- 
al salvation” then the principle of 
faith plays absolutely no part what- 
ever in the election by grace simply 
because Jacob could not have be- 
lieved before he was born. In view 
of this fact the “absolute predesti- 
nationists must deny “personal salva- 
tion through personal faith.” In other 
words, people can’t be saved by works 
nor faith, which would leave us with- 
out any chance for redemption. Only 
an unbeliever would dare to say that 
we are not saved by faith. The Bible 
is so clear in this matter that I shall 
not quote even a single scripture in 
its support lest someone should think 
that the doctrine of justification by 
faith is in need of defense. 

ITS SIGNIFICANCE 

In view of the fact that the pro- 
phetic prediction relative to Esau 
and Jacob cannot be related to per- 
sonal justification, we must interpret 
it in the light of what these verses 
and the other verses of Romans are 
talking about—the difference and re- 
lationship between the dispensations 
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of law and grace. In other words, the 
two children, Esau and Jacob, are 
“dispensational representations.” 


FORCED ADMISSION 


Leaving the explanation as _ it 
stands we are still forced to admit 
one thing whether we want to or 
not. After we allow that they are 
types of something which followed, 
we still cannot get around the fact 
that God predicted before they were 
even born that when they were grown 
a certain relationship would exist 
between them; that is, the elder 
would serve the younger. 


All right, there are only two solu- 
tions: God either forced the inci- 
dents of their lives in order to bring 
to pass His prophecy, or He foreknew 
the incidents of their lives on which 
basis He made the prophecy. Since 
the former will not harmonize with 
the Bible (as I have already shown) 
we must admit the foreknowledge of 
God in regards to the incidents which 
occur in individual lives. God fore- 
saw the strategy of Jacob in securing 
the birthright. He foreknew that 
Jacob would obtain the patriarchal 
blessing of his father Isaac. He fore- 
knew also the utter disregard of 








Esau toward the birthright and how 
he would, through lack of faith, de- 
spise his claim to be in the Messianic 
line. Keep in mind, however, that 
God’s foreknowledge of an event does 


not keep that event from occurring 


through the operation of free will. 
VERSE 16 

I have not yet touched the six- 
teenth verse. “So then IT is not of 
him that willeth, nor of him that 
runneth, but of God that showeth 
mercy.” Certainly IT is not of him 
that willeth—but to what is the word 
“it” referring? It is referring to what 
Paul was talking about—the dispen- 
sations of law and grace. Man does 
not determine the _  dispensations. 
God’s plan of redemption is a matter 
of divine will, and it is He alone that 
“has determined the times before ap- 
pointed, and the bounds of their 
habitation” (Acts 17:26). 

Now whether or not you obtain the 
benefits of His plan of redemption 
does depend upon him that willeth 
and him that runneth. To prove this 
I must need to refer you to only the 
following scripture: Rev. 22:17 and 
1 Cor. 9:24. And so ends my series 
of articles on foreknowledge, predes- 
tination and free will.

many have said, “and the full-gospel 
movement would sweep the world.” 
To which we might well reply, “Drop 
this vital, life-giving doctrine and ex- 
perience which God has set in the 
Church, and the full-gospel move- 

ment would sweep into the ditch!” 

In fact, we would rather say that 
it has been the willingness of this 
Holy-Ghost movement to accept the 
reproach which goes with the presen- 
tation of the truth of the gospel, that 
has brought the blessing and power 
of God upon us and has swept some- 
thing over ten million people into the 
full-gospel ranks throughout the 
world. No power—no reproach! No re- 
proach—no power! Power—reproach! 

CAREFULNESS REQUIRED 

It is the law of the Spirit. The glory 
of the power of God is foolishness to 
the carnal mind and is most certain 
to bring reproach and scoffing. Never- 
theless, setting aside the opposition of 
contrary religious faiths, and the 
natural scoffing of the natural mind, 
we must confess that much of the 
criticism that has arisen against us 
is the direct result of our own abuses 
of this glorious and majestic gift, 
which God hath SET in the Church. 

We cannot hold with some, who feel 
this abuse is largely the result of 
self-willed, self-seeking, fleshly indi- 
viduals who would rather exalt self 
and self-opinion than the Spirit of 
God, though there certainly has been 
such abuse. But rather we would hold 
that the average layman, having been 
taught to “quench not the Spirit” but 
not being properly instructed as to 
when and how he should yield to the 
various emotions of the Spirit that 
sweep us in a Spirit-filled meeting, 
has given vent to expressions of ex- 
uberance or burden, in other tongues, 
which were not meant for public ex- 
pression at the time, or perhaps not 
at all. 

To properly guide us in this very 
issue, Paul was moved in the Spirit 
and gave us the marvelous instruc- 
tions found in 1 Cor. 14, in which he 
sets forth certain rules to govern us 
in the yielding of our lives to the 
free moving of the Spirit through us. 

However, in many of our organiza- 
tions, we have put the iron hoops of 
strict regulation around the barrel, 
to keep it from bursting with over- 
fullness, and then we have set it out 
in the dry winds of formality and per- 
mitted it to shrivel until the waters 
of the power and the glory of the 
Spirit have stagnated, and the full 
barrel of glory has shrunk, and is fall- 
ing to pieces in the spiritual drouth. 

Better have full steam up in the 
boilers and the power going out 
through proper channels. Then if the 
fire gets too hot and the boilers too 
full, there is always the “pop off” 
valve set in its proper place to let off 
steam. A little noisy at times, but 
harmless. 

Now God “hath set” the gifts of 
tongues and interpretation in the 
body, to be operative through various 
individuals in each place where a 
group of believers is met together to 
worship, 1 Cor. 14:26,27. See verses 
29,30; to edify self, 1 Cor. 14:4; Isa. 
28:9; to edify the Church, 1 Cor. 14:5;

Eph. 4:12,13; to convince the un- 
saved, 1 Cor. 14:22. 

We are convinced that a more com- 
plete understanding of the various 
ministries of the gift of tongues and 
of interpretation, together with a 
clearer interpretation of the emotions 
of self and of the Spirit which sweep 
us when the power is falling, will erad- 
icate much of the false ring of this 
gift, and will bring about a greater 
hunger for, and manifestation of, the 
gift in the Church. 

In regards to that small per cent of 
self-willed people who have used this 
gift to further personal doctrines or 
desires, we will speak later. 

“Now there are diversities of gifts, 
but the same Spirit. And there are 
differences of administrations, but 
the same Lord. And there are di- 
versities of operations, but it is the 
same God which worketh all in all,” 
1 Cor. 12:4-6. 

So, with the gift of tongues. It has 
some eight different operations or 
manifestations in the body.

and shalt make the hills as chaff,” 
Isa. 41:15. Gideon whipped a whole 
army with three hundred men, by 
breaking his pitchers and waving his 
torches. He started with thirty-two 
thousand men, but all got afraid but 
three hundred, and turned back. 
The Lord can tear down the wall of 
discouragement and the wall of fear 


and every other wall the devil puts 
in front of us. If we will have faith in 
the Lord, He will take us on to glory 
when this life is over.
